Gandhi  speaks  on  Indian  culture

“  It’s  wisdom  that  matters  not 
illiteracy,”  said  India's  Prime 
Minister  Rajiv  Gandhi  at  the  an¬ 
nual  Samuel  L.  and  Elizabeth 
Jodidi  lecture  delivered  on  Oc¬ 
tober  18  at  Sanders  Theatre,  Har¬ 
vard  University. 

The  Prime  Minister  focused  on 
Indian  history  since  their  indepen- 
dance  and  the  importance  of 
democracy.  India  is  the  world’s 
largest  democracy  with  over  800 
million  people  and  380  million 
registered  voters  and  280  million 
people  casted  their  ballot  in  the 
last  national  election  held  in 
1984. 

India’s  sixth  and  youngest 
Prime  Minister,  Mr.  Gandhi,  led 
the  country  out  of  a  sudden  ter- 
moil  in  October  of  1984  when  his 
mother  and  then  Prime  Minister, 
Mrs.  Indra  Gandhi  was 
assasinated.  He  has  brought  a 
new  dimension  to  India’s  politics, 
“the  Youth  Wave.” 

Mr.  Prime  Minister 
acknowledged  the  problems  of 
discrimination,  illiteracy,  religion 
and  economic  hardships  that  have 
plagued  the  country.  But  he  said, 
“We  are  moving  towards  a 
period  of  cultural  and  economic 
Renaissance.” 

He  continued  addressing  his 


country’s  problems  by  saying, 

“Yes.  India  does  have  problems 
with  religion,  castes,  economy— 
[But]  our  democracy  is  flexible 
enough  to  accomodate  such 
pressures  and  mature  enough  to 
celebrate  the  diversified  facet  of 
India’s  culture.”  He  hailed  that 
his  government  would  lead  India 
into  a  new  era,  “a  new  and 
modern  democracy.” 

“Independance  was  no  gift 
from  Great  Britan  it  was  won,” 
said  the  Prime  Minister.  India  has 
the  worlds  largest  free  press  and 
a  very  politically  aware  society 
which  Gandhi  has  pointed  has 
surged  since  it  declared  indepen¬ 
dance  from  Great  Britian. 

Gandhi  spoke  of  his  country’s 
love  of  freedom,  and  their  interest 
in  politics.  “Politics  is  close  to 
obsession.  [Indian]  People,  unlike 
in  the  west,  take  deep  interest  in 
politics—  some  live  in  politics, 
and  those  who  don’t—  breath  and 
eat  politics.” 

Indian  industries  have  been 
growing  at  the  rate  of  9%  per 
year  since  1970.  It  meets  93%  of 
its  industral  demand  through  its 
own  resources.  India  is  not  only 
self-providing  in  food,  it  created 
such  a  surplus  as  to  be  able  to  ex¬ 
port  food  to  several  other  nations. 
It  has  developed  its  own  advanc¬ 


ed  technologies  in  several  fields. 

Indian  television  networks  are  ac- 

cessable 

to  more  than  95%  of  the 
population. 

Mr.  Gandhi  said,  “I  do  not 
minimize  the  inherent  problems, 
but  the  path  we  have  chosen  is 
right,  long  though  it  may  be.” 

Since  his  family  has  ruled, 
Prime  Minister  Gandhi  and  his 
successors  have  led  India  into  a 
position  of  leadership  in  pro¬ 
moting  tolerance,  goodwill  and 
peace  among  the  world. 

Mr.  Gandhi  took  several  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  audience  and  ligh- 
tend  the  atmosphere  with  his  wit 
several  times.  He  said,  “I  spent 
a  few  years  in  Cambridge, 
[United  Kingdom]  in  hope  of 
learning,  but  I  am  not  sure  of  how 
much  I  learned.  But  I  had  a  good 
time.” 

Mr.  Gandhi  attended  the  Com- 
menwealth  Nation  Summit  in 
Canada  last  week  and  addressed 
the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly  on  October  19  and  met 
with  President  Reagan  on  Oc¬ 
tober  20  in  an  effort  to  strengthen 
the  Indo-U.S.  relations.  The  two 
leaders  discussed  world  peace  ef¬ 
forts  and  disarmament.

A  soldiers 
view  four 
years  later 

This  week  is  the  fourth  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  bombing  of  the 
Marine  compound  in  Beirut.  This 
article  is  to  remember  the  men, 
lest  we  forget  why  they  gave  their 
lives. 

On  the  morning  of  23  October 
1983,  fifteen  days  after  I  arrived 
in  country,  American  Policy  in 
Lebanon  would  change  forever. 
Blown  away  with  the  Marine  Bar¬ 
racks  was  any  chance  for  an 
American  sponsored  peace  plan 
for  the  war  tom  country. 

The  fifteen-hundred  Marines 
were  deployed  as  part  of  a  Multi¬ 
national  peace  keeping  effort. 
The  peace  keeping  force  con¬ 
sisted  of  troops  from  Italy, 
England,  France,  and  the  United 
States.  France  also  lost  a  con¬ 
siderable  portion  of  their  con¬ 
tingent  on  that  fateful  morning. 
The  purpose  of  the  peace  keeping 
force  was  to  divide  the  city  into 
sectors,  and  act  as  a  police  force 
to  stem  the  wave  of  violence  bet¬ 
ween  the  different  waring 
factions. 

Although  criticized  for  their 
lack  of  security  the  Marines  had 
done  everything  they  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  do,  they  were  taking  part 
in  a  high  visibility  yet  very 
delicate  situation  which  they 
handled  well. 

Several  days  after  the  rubble 
was  cleared  away  and  the  men  of 
Marine  Amphibious  Unit  24  were 
replaced  with  M.A.U.  22  (the 
Granada  boys)  an  unknown 
Marine  erected  a  monument  and 
a  wreath  on  the  sight  of  the  now 
wrecked  building.  The  monument 
inscribed  on  the  back  of  an  am¬ 
mo  crate  stated,  “Here  died  241 
men  of  M.A.U.  24,  they  came  in 
peace!”

The  class  of  1989  voted  for 
Gerald  St.  Peter  as  their  Class 
Secretary. 

In  the  voting  for  the  class  of 
1990,  Karen  Schofield  was 
elected  to  the  Activities  Com¬ 
mission. 

In  our  newly  convocated  class 
of  1991,  Anthony  Ravito  was 
elected  President,  with  Tim 
Langios  as  Vice-President,  and 
Jill  Parkhurst  as  Secretary.  Geof¬ 
frey  Pahl  was  made  the  sole 
Senator  representing  the 
Freshman  class  with  six  more 
open  seats.

Director  Rob  Reiner  (This  is 
Spinal  Tap,  The  Sure  thing.  Stand 
By  Me)  has  produced  a  good 
piece  of  entertainment. 

The  film  is  an  interleaving  of 
two  stories.  Fred  Savage  portrays 
a  bedridden  boy  whose  grand¬ 
father,  played  by  Peter  Falk,

arrives  to  cheer  him  up.  The 
grandfather  reads  the  story  “The 
Princess  Bride’’  to  the  boy  while 
the  audience  sees  the  story  come 

alive.  Frequent  flashbacks  to  the 

boy  show  his  reaction  to  the 
story. 

The  fantasy  story  of  the 
princess  and  her  lover  is  where  all 
the  action  takes  place.  Robin 
Wright  is  Buttercup,  a  beautiful 
farm  girl  who  finds  her  “true 
love’’  in  Westley,  a  farm  hand 
played  by  Cary  Elwes.  When 
Westley  is  captured  and  presum¬ 
ed  killed  by  pirates,  the  local 
Prince  decides  to  make  Buttercup 
his  bride.  Through  a  variety  of 
adventures  Westley  and  Butter¬ 
cup  attempt  to  get  back  together, 
only  to  be  thwarted  in  their  plans 
by  several  unsavory  characters. 


It’s  your  standard  fairy  tale 
stuff.  What  makes  it  work  is  the 
actors.  They  seem  to  be  having  a 
good  time.  The  physical  acting  of 
Cary  Elwes  and  Mandy  Patinkin, 
who  plays  a  Spanish  sword 
master,  is  astounding.  The  two  of 
them  bring  swordplay  back  to  the 
screen  in  such  a  remarkable  per¬ 
formance  that  we  are  sure  to  see 
imitators  in  the  near  future.  The 
two  actors  worked  hard  to  master 
swordsmanship  for  this  film  and 
the  results  had  the  audience  gasp¬ 
ing  at  the  acrobatics  of  their 
moves  while  laughing  with 
delight  at  the  brilliance  of  their 
swordplay. 

Reiner  knows  how  to  get  good 
performances  out  of  his  actors. 
Most  of  the  performances  fit  the 
film  perfectly.  One  dissappoin- 
ment  was  the  performances  of 
Billy  Crystal  and  Carol  Kane. 
Although  others  found  their  small 
scene  hilarious,  I  thought  it  jarr¬ 
ingly  out  of  context  with  the  rest 
of  the  film. 

On  the  plus  side  Cary  Elwes, 
attacking  the  role  as  a  young  Er¬ 
rol  Flynn,  handles  his  role  with 
a  superb  sense  of  timing. 

Mandy  Patinkin  covers  the  role 


of  a  Spaniard  bent  on  avenging 
his  father’s  death.  He  makes  the 
role  come  alive. 

Robin  Wright,  in  her  first  film 
role,  makes  a  believable  beauty 
that  might  be  fought  over. 

Even  Andre  the  Giant,  the  pro¬ 
wrestling  performer,  handles  his 
small  role  well,  though  parts  role 
were  left  out  of  the  final  cut. 

The  movie’s  “love  conquers 
all”  theme  could  easily  have  been 
overplayed,  turning  the  movie  in¬ 
to  camp.  The  subplot  of  the  boy 
and  the  grandfather  helps  keep 
things  in  perspective  througn 
their  commentary,  but  the  real 
credit  goes  to  Rob  Reiner.  His 
careful  choice  of  actors  and  his 
ability  to  get  just  the  right  perfor¬ 
mances  out  of  them  make  this  a 
film  well  worth  watching. 

One  word  of  warning:  this  film 
contains  some  violent  scenes  that 
might  be  too  intense  for  very 
young  children.  Do  not  expect  to 
burn  up  some  babysitting  hours 
by  taking  the  kids  to  this  film  if 
they  are  under  ten.  On  the  other 
hand,  because  of  its  emphasis  on 
man-woman  fidelity,  it  makes  a 
great  film  to  see  during  a  roman¬ 
tic  date.

In  my  first  article  I  wrote  of  the 
evidence  which  testifies  to  the 
reliability  of  the  Bible. 
Remember,  EVIDENCE!  When 
one  considers,  and  honestly  ex¬ 
amines,  the  abundant  evidence 
for  the  reliability  of  the  Bible  the 
issue  does  not  become,  “I  CAN¬ 
NOT  believe  the  Bible”  but  in¬ 
stead  it  becomes,  “I  WILL  not 
believe  the  Bible.”  It  does  indeed 
become  an  issue  of  the  WILL  of 
the  person,  which  is  what  can 
keep  one  from  embracing  the 
evidence. 

In  my  second  article  I  focused 
on  WHO  Jesus  Christ  is  and 
showed  that  the  reliable, 
historica,  accurate  and  valid  New 

Testament  teaches  that  Jesus  is 
God. 

Now  if  Jesus  is  God,  we  ougni 

to  listen  to  Him.  How  does  one 

become  a  Christian,  a  follower  of 
Jesus  Christ?  How  does  one  go  to 
heaven? 

Hear  the  words  of  Jesus:  “I  tell 
you  the  truth,  unless  a  man  is 
bom  again,  he  cannot  see  the 
kingdom  of  God”  (St.  John  3:3). 
Okay,  you  may  say,  I  must  be 
born  agin,  but  how?  In  Romans 
10:9  the  Apostle  Paul  spells  it  out 
for  us:  “That  if  you  confess  with 
your  mouth,  ’Jesus  is  Lord,’  and 
believe  in  your  heart  that  God 
raised  Him  from  the  dead,  you 
will  be  saved.” 

The  evidence  can  be  examined, 
all  the  manuscripts  compared, 
and  all  your  questions  answered. 
But  FAITH  is  still  required.  The 
evidence  of  the  reliability  of  the 
Bible  does  not  save  anyone.  Faith 


in  Jesus  Christ  does.  Believing  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  does. 
Evidence  is  the  “springboard”  of 
faith;  one  bases  his  or  her  leap  of 
faith  on  the  evidence. 

Heaven  is  real.  Jesus  said  so. 
Jesus  also  said  there  is  only  one 
way  to  heaven,  through  Him  and 
in  Him  (St.  John  14:6;  St.  John 
3:16).  On  the  other  side.  Hell  is 
real.  Jesus  taught  more  on  hell 
than  He  ever  did  on  heaven.  Hell 
is  described  as  eternal  punish¬ 
ment,  eternal  torment. 

The  Bible  makes  it  perfectly 
clear  that  every  one  who  does  not 
commit  their  life  to  Jesus;  that  is, 
make  an  active  decision  to  give 
themselves  over  to  him,  will  go 
to  hell  when  they  die.  This  is  not 
me  on  the  subject,  its  the  Bible. 

I  cannot  break  off  tms  an*c*w 
without  letting  you  know  of  two 
things  you  can  do  right  now. 
First,  pray  the  prayer  of  faith. 
When  you  do,  you  can  be  assured 
of  eternal  life  (I  John  5:13).  Pray 
something  like  this: 

Lord  Jesus,  I  confess  you  are 
Lord.  I  believe  God  raised  you 
from  the  dead.  Come  into  my  life 
now,  Lord.  Give  me  your  Holy 
Spirit.  I  repent  of  my  sins,  and 
give  my  life  to  you.  Thank  you, 
Jesus.  In  your  name  Lord,  Amen.

Facts  on  the  Drinking  water  test  bill 


THE  PROBLEM 

To  date,  over  200  chemicals 
have  been  found  in  drinking 
water  supplies  throughout  the 
country.  Yet  for  years,  communi¬ 
ty  water  suppliers  have  been  re¬ 
quired  to  test  for  only  22 
chemicals.  Not  included  in  these 
requirements,  for  example,  were 
the  chemicals  found  in  wells  in 
Woburn,  Massachusetts,  where 
soaring  childhood  leukemia  rates 
have  been  associated  with  drink¬ 
ing  contaminated  water.  This 
tragedy  may  have  been  avoided 
had  there  been  regular  testing. 

With  the  passage  last  year  of 
the  federal  Safe  Drinking  Water 
Amendments  of  1986,  Congress 
mandated  that  the  federal  En¬ 
vironmental  Protection  Agency 
(EPA)  by  1989  set  standards  and 
begin  to  require  testing  for  62 
chemicals,  and  by  1991  for  25 
more.  At  long  last,  it  appears  re¬ 
quirements  for  regular,  com¬ 
prehensive  testing  are  on  the 
horizon. 

The  problem,  however,  is  that 
under  the  law  testing  re¬ 


quirements  will  be  phased  in  over 
time,  and  it  will  be  a  half-dozen 
years  before  all  community  water 
supplies  will  be  tested  for  even 
the  initial  62  new  contaminants. 
This  is  too  long  of  a  period  to 
wait.  We  and  the  other  six  million 
Massachusetts  residents  need  to 
know,  and  have  the  right  to 
know,  much  sooner  whether  our 
water  supplies  are  safe. 

In  addition,  there  are  problems 
with  how  well  communities  are 
testing  for  contaminants  for 
which  there  are  existing  re¬ 
quirements.  In  particular,  the 
testing  requirements  for  lead  are 
inadequate.  Water  suppliers  are 
required  only  to  test  a  few  taps  in 
their  communities  for  lead.  Yet, 
lead  levels  may  vary  greatly  from 
neighborhood  to  neighborhood, 
due  to  differences  in  the  pipes, 
joints,  and  solders  used  at  dif¬ 
ferent  homes  built  in  different 
years.  Much  more  systematic 
testing  is  needed  to  ensure  that 
people’s  drinking  water  is  safe. 
Again,  comprehensive  testing  is 
needed  sooner,  not  later. 


THE  SOLUTION 

The  Drinking  Water  Testing 
Bill,  sponsored  by  Senator  Lois 
Pines  of  Newton  and  Represen¬ 
tative  Carmen  Buell  of  Green¬ 
field,  would  require  that  the  state 
Department  of  Environmental 
Quality  Engineering  (DEQE) 
within  the  next  two  years  com¬ 
prehensively  test  all  community 
water  supplies  in  the  state  for  on 
the  order  of  60-100  contaminants 
drawn  from  a  list  of  175.  This 
testing  would  be  conducted  on  a 
one-time  basis  in  order  to  fill  the 
gap  left  by  the  phased-in  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  Safe  Drinkig  Water 
Act.  The  program  would  address 
the  lead  testing  problem  by  in¬ 
cluding  systematic  testing  for  lead 
in  different  neighborhoods  and 
communities.  The  cost  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  would  be  $4.4  million  over 
the  next  three  years,  or  about  .80 
cents  per  person  in 
Massachusetts.  This  is  a  small 
price  to  pay  to  find  out  what  is  in 
our  water.

“We  want  our  Q103!" 

I  went  home  Thursday  night,  anticipating  a  night  of  stu¬ 
dying  to  the  jazz  sounds  of  the  Midnight  Cafe  on  WMRQ, 
Q103.  I  flipped  on  the  radio,  and  an  obscure  song  from 
the  1950’s  resounded  throughout  the  room. 

“This  isn’t  Q103,”  I  thought,  “this  isn’t  quality  rock.” 
I  fiddled  with  the  dial,  frantically  listening  for  jazz.  None 
was  to  be  found. 

I  flipped  back.  The  dj  said,  “WMRQ  is  now  Oldies  103. 
We  play  all  oldies,  all  of  the  time.”  It  was  the  Q1 03  dj  say¬ 
ing  these  words. 

My  depression  was  complete. 

I  no  longer  listen  to  the  radio.  To  do  so  I  have  to  jump 
up  every  few  songs  to  change  the  station.  No  one  has 
the  variety  that  the  Q  had. 

What  was  so  special  about  Q103?  They  played  quality 
rock;  they  didn’t  play  the  artists  and  songs  everyone  else 
was  playing.  Yes,  they  might  play  Suzanne  Vega,  but  they 
would  play  “Gypsy”,  or  another  song  from  the  album  that 
wasn’t  well  known. 

They  also  played  a  wide  variety  of  music  -  jazz,  folk, 
and  new  age  music,  as  well  as  rock;  music  that  you  don’t 
hear  anywhere.  And  all  on  CD.  Talk  about  quality. 

The  worst  part,  the  most  shocking,  devastating  part  is 
that  it  was  done  without  warning.  At  10:00  p.m.  on 
Wednesday,  October  7,  Q103  became  Oldies  103,  with 
no  forewarning.  When  a  friend  of  mine  called  the  station, 
the  dj  said  he  had  been  answering  “hundreds  of  phone 
calls”  from  irate  callers. 

I  really  have  to  question  the  reasoning  behind  CBS’s 
decision  to  change  the  station’s  format  (CBS  owns 
WMRQ).  The  station  had  only  been  on  the  air  for  less  than 
a  year.  They  had  a  strong  following  already,  and  just  need¬ 
ed  time  to  develop  a  larger  one. 

Also,  why  make  the  format  an  oldies  format?  WZLX, 
102.1  is  a  classic  hits  station  (oldies),  and  there  are  many 
stations  that  include  oldies  in  their  formats.  It  just  doesn’t 
make  sense. 

I  guess  I  will  just  have  to  listen  to  the  specialty  shows 
on  91.5,  WBIM  on  Sundays  to  get  my  week’s  dosage  of 
jazz,  classical,  new  age  and  folk.

If  you  are  close  to  someone 
who  has  a  problem  with  drinking, 
don’t  be  afraid  to  talk  with 
him/her  about  it.  Often  we  are 
afraid  to  say  anything  because  we 
fear  hurting  someone’s  feelings 
or  losing  a  friendship.  A  friend 
who  cares  enough  to  get  involv¬ 
ed  can  make  a  difference.  Do  not 
preach  or  make  value 
judgements,  but  talk  about  your 
friend’s  behavior  and  how  you 
feel  about  it.  Getting  some  advice 


from  a  counselor  can  be  a  great 
help.  When  we  stand  by  as  our 
friends  abuse  alcohol  and  en¬ 
courage  them,  cover  up  for  them, 
or  do  nothing,  we  enable  them  to 
continue. 

How  to  avoid  enabling. 

Don’t  let  a  friend  drive  after 
drinking.  Don’t  take  responsibili¬ 
ty  away  from  your  friend  by 

cleaning  up  after  him/her,  cover¬ 
ing  up  or  making  excuses  for  em¬ 


barrassing  behavior.  Never 
encourage  a  friend  who  is  drunk 
to  “have  just  one  more”.  Don’t 
allow  someone  who  is  drunk  to 
become  involved  in  dangerous 
situations.  Do  talk  with  your 
friend,  but  wait  until  he/she  is 
sober.  Do  express  your  concern 
and  give  them  the  facts  about 
their  behavior  but  don’t  judge  or 
diagnose.  (“You  drink  too  much 
-  you’re  alcoholic”.)

Coaches  pick  Maine 
as  team  to  beat 


For  the  first  time  in  the 
school’s  history,  Maine  has  been 
picked  to  win  the  Hockey  East 
championship.  Five  of  the  seven 
Hockey  East  coaches  cast  first- 
place  votes  for  the  Black  Bears, 
who  finished  third  in  the  regular 
season  and  second  in  the  playoffs 
last  season. 

Lowell,  last  season’s  runnerup, 
garnered  one  first-place  vote  and 
is  a  solid  choice  to  finish  second 
in  this  year’s  race. 

Boston  College,  the  league’s 
three-time  regular  season  champ, 
also  got  a  first-place  vote  but 
figure  to  lead  a  tight  three-way 
battle  for  third  according  to  the 
pre-season  voting.  The  37  points 
the  Eagles  garnered  were  just  two 
ahead  of  the  35  for  Boston 
University  and  four  ahead  of  Nor¬ 
theastern,  the  teams  picked  to 
finish  fourth  and  fifth,  respec¬ 
tively. 

Coach  Shawn  Walsh’s  Black 
Bears  return  key  players  at  every 
position,  including  veteran 
goaltenders  A1  Loring  (3.89)  and 
Scott  King  (3.06).  In  fact,  only 
Maine  and  Lowell  can  boast  an 
experienced  tandem  in  goal. 
Lowell  returns  Dave  Delfino 
(4.18)  and  Ken  Stein  (4.02). 

The  Black  Bears’  rise  to  the  top 
of  the  pre-season  poll  has  taken 
only  four  seasons.  They  were 
picked  last  in  the  1984-85  pre- 
season  balloting. 

Maine,  the  league’s  top  defen¬ 
sive  team  last  season,  lost  only 
three  players  to  graduation;  for¬ 
wards  Jay  Mazur  (16-10-26)  and 
Steve  .  Santini  (9-5-14)  and 
defenseman  John  Baker  (0-1-1). 
Defenseman  Eric  Weinrich 
(12-32-44)  left  the  Bears  for  a 
spot  on  the  U.S.  Olympic  roster. 
They  return  last  year’s  top  scorer, 
sophomore  center  David  Ca- 
puano  (18-41-59). 

The  early  departure  of  some  of 
last  year’s  outstanding  young 


players  to  the  U.S.  Olympic 
roster  certainly  played  a  role  in 
this  year’s  voting. 

Boston  College  lost  Craig  Jan- 
ney,  Brian  Leetch  and  Greg 
Brown  to  the  U.S.  team  and  Ken 
Hodge  turned  pro.  Boston 
University  standouts  Clark 
Donatelli  and  Scott  Young  are 
key  U.S.  team  performers  and 
defenseman  Jim  Ennis  was  a  late- 
summer  defector  to  the  pro  ranks.

Eleven  of  last  season’s  top  20 
scorers  return  for  the  1987-88 
campaign,  however,  including 
five  of  the  top  ten.  Boston  Col¬ 
lege’s  Dan  Shea  (20-40-60)  is  the 
top-scoring  returnee. 

Northeastern  senior  Bruce 
Racine  (3.99)  headlines  the  retur¬ 
ning  goaltenders.  Racine  earned 
all-American  honors  last  season 
and  begins  this  season  as  a  viable 
candidate  to  repeat.  All  but  New 
Hampshire  have  experienced 
goaltenders  returning.  However. 
Boston  University's  Peter  Fish 
has  seen  limited  action  in  the  past 
two  seasons. 

There  were  no  real  coaching 
changes  during  the  summer. 
Dave  O'Connor  and  Charlie  Holt 
have  stepped  in  at  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  as  interim  coaches  while 
head  coach  Bob  Kullen 
recuperates  from  heart  surgery. 
Holt,  comes  out  of  retirement  to 
take  the  team  through  the  early- 
going  while  O'Connor,  Also  on 
the  football  staff,  joins  the  team 
at  the  conclusion  of  football 
season .

ULowell  crew  meets  Chuck

Five  crews  from  ULowell  met 
the  challenge  this  past  weekend  in 
the  23rd  annual  Head  of  the 
Charles  Regatta,  the  largest 
single-day  rowing  event  in  the 
world.  The  morning  sun  glisten¬ 
ed  as  the  first  crews  launched  for 
the  women’s  club  four  race.  “It 
felt  good,”  confirmed  Pam 
McNealy,  crew  member,  about 
the  race  which  clocked  in  at  21 
min  48  sec,  a  mere  1:18  behind 
the  winning  boat. 

Next  the  men’s  heavyweight 
eight  finished  with  a  15:50  time. 
“Boston  University  beat  the 
world  record  by  20  seconds,’’  an¬ 
nounced  team  captain  John  Car¬ 
michael,  “and  that’s  with  a  head 
wind!”  Our  boys  placed  13th  out 
of  39. 

The  women’s  lightweight  four 
was  the  next  to  battle  stiff  com¬ 
petition  from  Ohio  State,  Tampa, 
and  National  team  athletes. 
Despite  a  near  four-boat  collision 
under  the  Harvard  Square  Bridge, 
the  lights  secured  19th  at  a  time 
of  22: 15.  “They  did  a  fine  job,” 
revealed  Coach  James  Polcari  as 
they  stroked  past  the  crowded 


banks,  “I’m  proud.” 

The  race  is  an  event  for  spec¬ 
tators  and  rowers  alike.  The  late 
afternoon  crowds  were  clustered 
along  the  banks  shouting  en¬ 
thusiastically  as  crews 
manoeuvered  the  course. 

The  last  crews  of  the  day  seated 
many  of  the  teams  graduating 
seniors— for  many  their  final  Head 
race.  The  men’s  championship 
four,  made  up  of  coxswain  Kevin 
Swindon,  stroke  Paul  Morreau, 
Mike  Zanoni,  Rob  DeFilipo,  and 
bow  Tim  McGaughy,  placed  38th 
with  a  20:06  time. 

The  women’s  championship 
four  pitted  the  MRRA  boat 
against  some  world  class  rowers. 
But  the  remarkable  athletes  cap¬ 
tured  15th  out  of  29  at  a  time  of 
20:26.  Great  job  to  these  and  all 
the  crews  who  competed.  Coach 
Polcari  managed  to  finish  the 
grueling  3-mile  course  with  a 
smile. 

Many  non-competing  rowers 
came  to  inspire  their  teammates. 
“It’s  a  rowing  mecca,”  spewed 
Mike  Trevor  describing  the 
event.

Or  of  preganancy, 
sexually  transmitted  diseases?  Or 
conversely  are  you  afraid  to  be 
celibate  because  you  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  unattractive,  uncool,  or  of 
being  alone  forever? 

How  realistic  are  these  fears 
and  how  can  you  address  them? 

With  whom  and  in  what 
context? 

1)  Being  sexually  involved  does 
not  necessarily  assume  heterosex¬ 
ual  activity  and  heterosexual  ac¬ 
tivity  does  not  have  to  mean 
sexual  intercourse. 

2)  Do  you  choose  to  reserve  sex¬ 
ual  activity  or  intercourse  for  a 
permanent  monogamous  relation¬ 
ship  or  marriage? 

3)  Would  you  be  comfortable 
with  sexual  involvement  in  a 
casual  relaltionship  or  a  commit¬ 
ted  one?  With  close  friends  or  a 
mere  acquaintance?  One  partner 
or  many? 

4)  Are  you  still  questioning  your 
sexual  orientation  or  the  kinds  of 
people  who  attract  you?

National  Adult  Immunization  Awareness  Week 


October  25-31  is  National 
Adult  Immunization  Awareness 
week  and  thus  a  good  time  to  re¬ 
mind  all  students  about  the  need 

to  have  an  updated  immunization 
record  on  file  at  the  Student 
Health  Service 

The  outbreak  of  measles  and 
rubella  at  the  University  of 
Lowell  in  1980  was  one  of  the 
first  in  a  number  of  outbreaks  on 
college  campuses  across  the  na¬ 
tion.  As  a  result,  the  University 
of  Lowell  has  required  evidence 
of  immunization  since  1980  and 
in  1986  Massachusetts  law  re¬ 
quired  all  entering  college 
students  to  provide  proof  of  im¬ 
munization.  To  be  sure  this  law 
is  being  carried  out,  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  auditing 
health  records  and  requiring 
suspension  of  non-compliant 
students.  If  you  were  born  after 
1956  and  are  unable  to  document 
proof  of  the  disease  or  a  vaccine 
given  after  age  one,  you  are 


among  the  susceptible  students. 
This  may  seem  harsh,  but  in  fact 
it  is  for  the  safety  of  all  students 
and  could  prevent  a  costly, 
disruptive  outbreak  of  disease. 

Measles  cases  on  campus  ac¬ 
counted  for  19.8%  of  all  cases 
reported  in  the  CDC  in  1983.  In 
1985,  354  college  students  on  26 
campuses  in  the  U.S.  developed 
the  disease.  An  estimated  5-15% 
of  all  college  students  remain 
susceptible  because  of  inadequate 
immunization.  If  you  were  born 
after  1956  and  are  unable  to  docu¬ 
ment  proof  of  the  disease  or  a 
vaccine  given  after  age  one,  you 
are  among  the  susceptible 
students. 

Rubella  is  a  disease  most  feared 
because  of  the  associated  con¬ 
genital  defects  and  the  high  in¬ 
cidence  of  related  stillbirths  and 
miscarriages.  Today  20%  of  all 
young  adults  are  considered 
susceptible.  Among  those  college 
students  who  have  developed  the 


disease,  75%had  inadequate 
evidence  of  immunization.  Here 
at  the  University  of  Lowell,  as 
per  Massachusetts  law,  we  re¬ 
quire  students  to  provide  proof  of 
immunization  (month  and  year) 
or  the  results  of  a  blood  test 
which  verify  the  disease. 

Polio  vaccine  is  not  generally 
recommended  for  people  over  18 
years  of  age.  However  if  you  are 
unable  to  prove  immunization  and 
anticipate  traveling  to  an  area 
where  you  will  be  at  risk  for  ex¬ 
posure,  you  may  wish  to  contact 
the  Public  Health  Department 
regarding  an  inactivated  Polio 
vaccine. 

Sixty  percent  of  young  adults 
reportedly  lack  protection  against 
diptheria  and  1 1  %  lack  protection 
against  tetnus.  If  you  have  not  had 
a  boosterr  within  the  past  10 
years,  now  is  the  time  to  get  one. 

Hepatitis  B  annually  strikes 
200,000  people  in  the  U.S..  Of 
those  developing  this  disease,  250 
will  die  and  6-10%  will  become 
chronic  carriers  increasing  their 
risk  of  developing  cirrhosis  or 
liver  cancer.  A  vaccine  is 
available  to  prevent  Hepatitis  B 
and  is  recommended  for  students 
in  the  health  professions, 
homosexuals,  IV  users,  people 
who  are  at  risk  for  sexually 
transmitted  diseases  and  those 
traveling  to  high  risk  areas.  If  you 
are  within  this  high  risk  group, 
contact  your  physician  about  im¬ 
munization. 

Chapter  76  of  the  General 
Laws,  also  known  as  the  College 
Immunization  Law  requires  full 
time  students  under  the  age  of  30 
(and  all  health  students  over  30) 
to  provide  proof  of  measles, 
mumps,  rubella,  tetanus  and  dip¬ 
theria.  If  you  are  not  certain  ol 
your  immunization  status  contact 
the  Health  Service  (2280).  If  you 
know  you  need  an  immunization, 
you  can  go  the  Lowell  Public 
Health  Department  on  Tuesday’s 
between  9:00  a.m.  and  11:00 
a.m.  for  free  vaccinations.
